17th  Street  between  Pennsylvania  Ave¬ 
nue  and  H  Street,  N.W.),  Washington 
D.C.,  and  will  continue  on  that  and  sub¬ 
sequent  days  until  all  witnesses  wishing 
to  appear  have  been  heard.  The  original 
date  for  the  beginning  of  hearings  of  No¬ 
vember  7, 1977  announced  in  42  FR  45534 
has  been  changed  to  November  14,  1977.
